"In many ways, 'Playing God' is a throwback to the 
classic film action thrillers of the 1 960s and 1 970s— but updated, 
foster-paced and edgier than most of those films," soys producer 
Marc Abraham. 

"This film tells the story of a good guy, a doctor— played 
by David Duchovny — who finds himself in a desperate situation 
and mokes the wrong decision. It turns out to be a deadly, life- 
changing decision with extreme consequences. The choice he 
mokes takes him — and the audience — on a super-charged roller- 
coaster ride that no one will forget. 

"This film has some unlikely twists and nasty turns," 
continues the noted producer with a smile. "It's got lies, love, action, 
and enough gunplay for a small Central American war. What more 
could you wont?" 

Producer Marc Abraham, president and co-founder of 




Beacon Communications, was first approached by producer Laura 
Bickford to take on this unusually compelling and original script, 
feeling this project fit perfectly with Beacon's innovative, company 
profile. 

Producer Bickford explains, "I loved the story of 'Ploying 
God' for many reasons, but what stood out for me were the 
characters of the doctor and the gangster and their relationship to 
one another. 

"David Duchovny's character is a great hero, because he 
is opposed to commiting violence, but then he hooks up with a 
gangster who exposed him to a violent world," Bickford odds. "The 

doctor is constantly in conflict 
with this violent world. He has 
to stop and do something 
about it. 

"Whenever we see 
somebody shot or hurt in this 
movie, we see it from David's 
character's point of view," 
producer Bickford continues. 
"It's 0 really interesting way 
of reinventing the genre for 
the '90s. The gangster 
seduces the doctor into his 
dork world by offering him 
the opportunity to be a doctor 
again. So he's doing a good 
thing, saving lives, but now 
he's healing the bod guys, 
who may not necessarily 
deserve to be saved. 

"But we hove some great bod guys in this movie," 
Bickford adds. "Bad guys who are very exciting. Really cool, hip 
bod guys. A '90s version of gangsters, California-hipster style." 



Producer Bickford recommended British director Andy 
Wilson to Abraham for the film, after seeing his CobleACE Award- 
winning directorial installments on the popular series "Cracker." 

Wilson was immediately intrigued by the script — and the 
vast canvas it provided to create a powerful film experience. 
"While the script contained violence, it was necessary to depict the 
brutal life of the underworld. It was not violence for its own soke," 
the director soys. "But what was quite remarkable was the fact that 
the doctor character deals with the violence without ever using a 
gun. And that mokes him a true modern-day hero. I had never seen 
that done before, and I quite liked it." 

Director Wilson further notes: "To me, heroes in films 
should not be shown using guns. In many movies these days, the 
so-called hero generally picks up as many guns as the bod guys, 
but bigger and better guns, and eliminates as many people as the 
villains. 
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"In 'Playing God' it was great to be able to show a hero 
completely different than the expected. David's doctor character 
has fallen so far that the ground is coming up to meet him. And 
ground zero is the gangster character played by Timothy Hutton 
who scoops up our hero for his own purposes, just as he's about to 
hit bottom. 

"We need anti-heroes/' insists the director, "like the one 
we show in this movie. Because people don't trust heroes with guns 
anymore. In this film, we're playing with guns — but we're playing 
in style." 



Securing actor David Duchovny 
for the lead role in "Playing God" was of 
enormous satisfaction to the filmmakers 
who from the start unanimously wonted 
the "X-Files" star to ploy Dr. Eugene 
Sands. It was a great challenge to 
Duchovny, who relished the opportunity to 
take a complete departure from his "X- 
Files" role. 

"Before I read the script, I was 
afraid to take this on because I was 
concerned that I'd be really tired by the 
time I got back to 'X-Files/" David 
Duchovny says. "But I feel that I actually 
was regenerated because it's such a 
different port from the one I ploy on 
television. And, of course, it's great to be 
working in the different milieu of film, 
versus television." 

As the acclaimed actor explains 
his reasons for choosing "Playing God" 
over the enormous number of film projects 
offered him, "It's a great story with a lot of 
twists and turns, with flowed — but 
redeemable— characters. We don't 
indulge in movie cliches. This film is 
unique. It's a story I've never seen before. It's not just a movie, it has 
a great story behind it." 

Co-producer Melonie Greene — who is also David 
Duchovny's long-time manager — immediately recognized the 
potential for the film and felt it was perfectly suited to Duchovny's 
talent. "Being in a popular television series seen all over the world, 
David sometimes is offered the some kinds of roles over and over 
again — FBI agents, science-fiction films — and those ore probably 
the lost things on earth he'd want to do while he's still on 'The X- 
Files'. 

"So when he was pitched this idea, he was very excited 
about the project, because it was so very different from his 
television persona. And I knew David was perfect for the role of the 
doctor who I describe as a fallen angel. The character is someone 




who has created his own demons, but who finally meets his match 
in Raymond, the gangster character played by Timothy Hutton. 
Raymond meets his match when he meets Dr. Sands, David's 
character. They are sort of mirror images of each other. And 
Angelina Jolie, who ploys the gangster's girlfriend, is really the little 
angel in-between. She is between both worlds — and may have to 
pay the price. These ore strong characters and there's a great tale 
to tell." 

Characteristic of his exacting methods of fully researching 
his roles, Duchovny became totally immersed in his doctor's 
persona. "There were a number of challenges," he says. "I had to 
master looking like a surgeon. I observed 
0 few surgeries; a brain surgery, and a 
leg procedure. I didn't know if I was going 
to be squeamish or not, but I wasn't. 

"The smallest details make up a 
character. In the case of a surgeon, I 
noticed exactly how he put on his gloves 
in the operating room, and I sow how his 
hands never dropped below his waist in 
the operating room because doing so 
would risk nullifying the sterilization 
process. Those little details ore the things 
that give a character life. And that gives 
me the key to getting inside the person 
and playing the role." 
, Duchovny was also instantly attracted

With David Duchovny set to star in the lead role, the 
filmmakers worked to find the perfect actor to play the villainous 
gangster. "We wonted Timothy Hutton," soys producer Marc 
Abraham. "He's on Academy Award' winning actor with great 
charm and definite sex appeal, but for me what was most 
interesting was you wouldn't necessarily think of Tim as the villain. 
We were thrilled that Tim responded to the role and he gave an 
extraordinary performance." 

"I loved the character, and couldn't wait to ploy him," 
Hutton soys. "My character is a fascinating but completely evil guy 
who chooses who will live and who will die in the underworld. I 
thought what was really outstanding was the equal fascination 
between David's character and mine. We seem completely different 
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from each other — but we're not really. We're too much alike not to 
finally confront each other. 

"It was 0 great challenge for me as an actor," Hutton 
says, "to play Raymond, a total manipulator and control freak." 

Co-producer Melanie Greene says of Duchovny's 
reaction to Mutton's accepting the role, "David was thrilled that 
Timothy came on-board, thrilled to have this Oscar' -winning talent 
working with him. To work with an actor who has achieved so much 
was a challenge David loved." 

Hutton was also highly intrigued by the passionate, 
complex and highly-charged relationship between his character 
and his young girlfriend, Claire, played by Angelina Jolie. "He's 
completely in love with the girl and if anything happened to her, it 
would kill him/' he says. "That's the one weakness this guy has — 
how madly in love he is with her." 




"Playing God" goes from supercharged to turbochorged 
when David Duchovny's character enters a deadly arena of the 
underworld — and instantly forms a triangle of passion. The doctor 
is irresistibly attracted to the gangster's girlfriend, who herself is 
drawn to Duchovny while still in love with the gangster 

Director Andy Wilson found the deadly love triangle in 
"Playing God" to be a crucial element of the film. However, finding 
the right actress to the work opposite both Duchovny and Hutton 
was a particular challenge to the filmmakers. 

As producer Marc Abraham recalls, "Angelina 
Jolie was the last person who came in to audition. We 
hod seen every available actress we could think of, but 
from the moment Angelina came in the room it was 
clear she was exactly the right actress to portray the 
young woman who has one foot in the criminal world 
and one foot out." 

Co-producer Melanie Greene says of Jolie, 
"She is incredible in this film; this 21 -year-old girl 
playing the part of a 28-year-old woman. And she 
does it brilliantly because Angelina has the wisdom of a 
much older person. We were all blown away by hei 
audition." 




Angelina Jolie 
says, "I loved the port from 
the first moment I read it. My 
character has her secrets. 
She's hiding a lot. She loves 
Raymond, her gangster 
boyfriend. But she is also 
attracted to the doctor 

"She has to be 
careful," Jolie continues, 
"but the doctor represents 
someone who looks at her in 
a different way. He shows 
her that, maybe, she can 
have a real life. They are drawn to each other, but it's not from him 
seducing her He's just there and talks to her, and listens. And that's 
something that Raymond can't offer But the doctor isn't Raymond, 
and she also wants danger and excitement in her life. 

"She's half good and half bod," Jolie says of Claire. "My 
character is not at all the typical woman you read in scripts or see 
on screen. I loved that. The story and characters had so much truth. 
And depth." 

David Duchovny holds the young actress in obvious high 
regard. "She is totally professional, one of the most professional 
actresses I have ever worked with. She is truly remarkable in this film." 



Giving the film a high-voltage, passionate, and sleek feel 
is director Andy Wilson, who is held in particularly high regard by 
the noted assembly of filmmakers, cast and crew members. As 
David Duchovny soys, "Andy has great instincts about drama. I 
trusted his vision completely." 

"It was so interesting that our director, who come from 
Europe, completely captured the Los Angeles feel of the '90s for this 
film," says producer Laura Bickford. "He created a completely real, 
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modern, stylish cross-cultural world." 

She odds with a lough, "Andy even mode sure we hod 
our gangster bad guys well -represented. We hove one English bod 
guy, one African-American, another Russian, another Chinese — 
creating some really fresh, interesting characters in the process." 

"It was very important for this film to have an 
international feel," notes director Wilson. "In the movie, we visit o 
Chinese go-go bar, we see Russian and 
American gangsters. We hove a British 
psychopath, we hove on African- 
American bodyguard. There's a Chinese 
FBI man, a Chinese 'Mr. Big'. I've been 
trying to show the great mix of this 
country, to show that America is really a 
global affair." 

The director also focused on 
the characters, on often overlooked 
element in action thrillers. "I wonted the 
audience to connect with these people as 
human beings on a very personal 
level," Wilson soys. "I wont the 
audience to fall in love with them, the 
way that I have." 

Also, notes Michael Mossee 
who ploys on FBI agent in the film, "My 
character. Gage, is not the stereotypical 
version of a government agent you've 
seen on film and TV. For that matter, 
none of the characters in this film ore 
stereotypical and that is why the movie 
is so fascinating. And the film does 
hove 0 great sense of humor, through 
all of the mayhem, that makes it really 
fun to watch. 

According to Peter Stormore, 
who won critical and popular acclaim 
in "Forgo," "'Ploying God' takes the 
best elements of Hollywood film and 
mixes it together in a very special brew. 
It has crime and comedy and passion. 
It's great movie-making. It entertains in 
0 big way, but soys something 
important as well." 

Stormore soys that making "Playing God" was a 
particular high point in his career because he got to work with 
David Duchovny. "I've admired his work. It was a great honor 
acting with him and getting to know him. To see the humbleness 
and intensity and intelligence in which he approaches his work is 
something quite remarkable to observe. And, personally, he's a 
great guy. As for Angelina Jolie, she's such on interesting, hip 
woman, and a very talented actress. She has enormous screen 
presence, and is great in the film."

I 
couldn't look into his eyes. So it looks on screen like my character 
is afraid to look directly into the gangster's eyes. The truth is, I 
couldn't, or else Timothy would moke me lough and I'd ruin the 
scene. I always sow the twinkle in his eye, even though he was 
playing evil. I didn't hove a chance!" 

For Timothy Hutton, this film remains a 
completely positive experience and a 
career highlight. "I enjoyed working on 
this fil m very much. The possibilities with 
the story — and with my character were 
limitless — and on actor can't ask for more 
than that. 

"Our director, Andy Wilson, is 
absolutely incredible, and our 
cinematogropher, Anthony Richmond, is a 
genius. Working with everyone, 
particularly David and Angelina, has 
been great. We hod a great time each and 
every day on this film."

MELANIE GREENE (Co-Producer) launched her 
entertainment career as personal assistant to director Rob Cohen 
("Dragonheart") before moving into development at Taft-Barish 
with "Sophie's Choice" producer Keith Borish, and then with Julia 
Phillips, producer of "Close Encounters," 'Taxi Driver" and 'The 
Sting." Greene then moved into personal management before 
entering the film arena as producer. 

Her first producing effort was a production of "Alfie" 
(starring Adam Faith), which won acclaim and awards as a UK/LA 
Festival entry. 

She is currently producing two feature films. In addition to 
"Playing God" (which stars her long-time client David Duchovny), 
she is developing for Duchovny to star in the film "All the Kings 
Horses," at Warner Bros., produced with Mick Jogger. Greene will 
also produce "Soweto's Burning/' a political thriller. She is currently 



producing, with David Cossidy, a half hour comedy series "Ask 
Harriet," for the Fox Network and Columbia TriStar Studios. 

NANCY RAE STONE (Co-Producer) began her career 
while in Chicago as writer, director and producer of short films, 
which won great acclaim at numerous festivals and upon PBS 
airings. After working for the Illinois Film Office (scouting locations 
for such films as 'The Blues Brothers," "My Bodyguard" and 
"Ordinary People"), Stone worked in various production capacities 
on such films as "Risky Business," "The Naked Face," "Touch and 
Go," "The Big Picture" and "Who Am I This Time?" an entry in the 
PBS "American Playhouse" series which was directed by Jonathan 
Demme. 

Stone began her producing career as production 
manager for Roger Cormon. She then was associate producer on 
the critically acclaimed feature "American Heart" starring Jeff 
Bridges, as well as "Body Language" for HBO, and the Emmy 
Award-winning PBS film, "Sweet 15." 

Stone's co-producing credits include "Ed and His Dead 
Mother" starring Steve Buscemi, "Past Midnight" with Rutger Houer 
and Natasha Richardson, and John Dahl's international hit, 'The 
Lost Seduction," starring Bill Pullman and Linda Fiorentino. Stone 
also produced "Femme Fatole," a murder-mystery starring Billy 
Zone and Colin Firth. 

Stone line produced "Relentless II," and the MGM sci-fi 
Animotronic fantasy feature, "Warriors of Virtue" which was filmed 
in Beijing, China by director Ronny Yu. More recently, she worked 
OS a post-production executive overseeing the completion of the 
effects-laden blockbuster "Air Force One," directed by Wolfgang 
Petersen. 

ANTHONY B. RICHMOND, B.S.C. (Director of 
Photography) was previously the director of photography for Walt 
Disney Pictures' live-action family film "First Kid." His other feature 
film credits include "Tales From the Hood," 'The Sandlot," 'The 
End/' "Condymon," Sean Penn's directorial debut film "Indian 
Runner," and "Heart of Darkness" with director Nicolas Roeg with 
whom Richmond has enjoyed a long-time collaboration. 

For his work on Roeg's "Don't Look Now/' Richmond won 
the British Academy Award (BAFTA) for Best Cinematography. 
Richmond and Roeg also teamed on "The Man Who Fell to Earth," 
"What?" "Bad Timing" and "Walkabout," and most recently on the 
Showtime film "Full Body Massage." 

Richmond's other feature credits include Bloke Edwards' 
"Sunset" and 'That's Life!" as well as "Improper Channels," 
'Timebomb," "Scissors," "Cot Chaser," "The In-Crowd," 'The Eagle 
Has Landed," "Love and Bullets," "Stardust," "Vampire/' 'The 
Greek Tycoon," "Silver Bears" and "Slapstick." 

For cable television he photographed "Bastard Out of 
Carolina" for Anjelico Huston's directorial debut film, Showtime's 
"Drive-In Classics: Motorcycle Gong/' TNT's "Four Eyes and Six- 
Guns," USA Network's "Key Evidence," and other films, including 
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"Au Pair/' 'The Rape of Dr. Willis/' "The Tangled Web," "Prime 
Target/' "Settle the Score/' "Madame Sin" with Bette Davis, "Night 
Kill" and 'The Road Raiders/' 

He was responsible for the photography on the seminal 
British music studies of the late '60s: "The Kids are Alright" with The 
Who, "Let It Be" starring the Beatles, and "Sympathy For the Devil 
(a.k.a. One Plus One)" directed by Jean-Luc Godard and starring 
the Rolling Stones. He also photographed 'The Rolling Stones' Rock 
'n' Roll Circus" which was released for the first time in December 
1996 — 28 years after being filmed. 

Born and raised in London, Richmond literally worked his 
way up through the ranks to his current position as director of 
photography. He began at age 1 5 as a messenger with Associated 
British Cinemas and later with Pothe-News where he was promoted 
to the camera department. He next worked as a clapper-boy on 
such films as "Call Me Bwano/' "From Russia With Love," "Devil- 
Ship Pirates" and "A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to the 
Forum/' 

While working on "Judith" in Israel in 1963, he met 
Nicolas Roeg — who was then working as a 2nd Unit cameraman — 
and the two craftsmen continued their association on "Doctor 
Zhivogo/' 

Richmond was promoted to focus-puller on "Casino 
Royale" and on "For from the Madding Crowd" for director John 
Schlesinger for whom he later served as cinemotogropher of the 
documentary "Israel," mode just days after the Six-Day War. 
Shortly afterwards, Richmond began to work as director of 
photography on features. 

NAOMI SHOHAN (Production Designer) includes 
among her credits "Feeling Minnesota," "Nightjohn/' "White 
Man's Burden" and "Zebroheod." 

LOUISE RUBACKY (Edited by) previously edited 
director Jean-Jacques Annaud's feature "Wings of Courage," and 
director Murdo Laird's "Indigo/' She was also co-editor on 
"Corrina, Corrino" and "The Godfather: Part III." 

Rubacky's editing credits for television include 13 
episodes of "The Young Indiana Jones Chronicles," as well as "Full 
Body Massage" for Showtime, and TNT's "Heart of Darkness," both 
directed by Nicolas Roeg. 

MARY ZOPHRES (Costume Designer) has 
distinguished herself with costume design contributions to such 
critically acclaimed motion pictures as the Academy Award®- 
winning "Forgo," and "Lost of the High Kings/' She also recently 
designed for the comedies "Kingpin," "Bushwacked" and "Dumb 
and Dumber." As assistant costume designer her credits include 
"Natural Born Killers," "The Hudsucker Proxy," 'This Boy's Life," 
"Jennifer 8," "Man Trouble," "City Slickers," "Radio Flyer," "Young

(Music by) started his musical training at age 5 with classical piano 
lessons followed by theory studies. As a teenager he toured Europe 
in various rock and R&B bonds and moved to London where he 
composed music for the theatre including ploys by Sam Shepard. 
This is where he met Richard O'Brien and director Jim Sharman 
and that was the start of his movie career. 

It all began in 1 975 with the science-fiction rock horror 
movie 'The Rocky Horror Picture Show" starring Susan Sorondon 
and Tim Curry. After being musical director for the stage show 
Richard subsequently arranged and produced the film's 
soundtrack, and scored the incidental music. This was followed by 
a career as a record producer with artists ranging from Meatloaf 
to Bananoramo. 

Then a long collaboration began with director Mike 
Newell starting with "Dance With a Stranger," starring Miranda 
Richardson, followed by "The Good Father," starring Anthony 
Hopkins, and "An Awfully Big Adventure," starring Hugh Grant. 

Recently Hartley composed the score for "A Thousand 
Acres," "Stealing Beauty" directed by Bernardo Bertolucci, and 
with Eric Clapton the final port of Roddy Doyle's trilogy (that 
included 'The Commitments" and "The Snapper") "The Von" 
directed by Stephen Freors.
